Subject. —Exports to Sudan under Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement, 1975-76. 

No. 49-ETC(PN)/75.—It is notified for the information of all exporters that the Indo- 
Sudan Trade Arrangement for the period 1-11-75 to 31-12-75 has been concluded, 

2. Attention of all exporters is invited to Public Notices No. 18-ETC(PN)/72, dated 
8th September, 1972, No. 7-ETC(PN)/73, dated 13th March, 1973 and No. 38-ETC(PN)/ 
73, dated 24th November, 1973 wherein procedure for centralised registration of contracts 
in respect of exports to Sudan tinder Tndo-Sudan Trad- Arrangements has been laid down. 
The same system of centralised registration of contracts with the State Bank of India, 
Bombay would be continued for exports to Sudan under Tndo-Sudan Trade Arrangement 
1975-76 The procedure to be followed is detailed below;— 

(1) All contracts for exports to .Sudan under the Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement 
1975-76 should be registered with the State Bank of India, Bombay on pay¬ 
ment of service charges fixed by the bank from time to time Intending 
exporters can have their documents forwarded to the State Bank of India, 
Bombay through any branch of any bank in India, 

On registration, the State Bank of India, Bombay will issue to the exporter a certi¬ 
ficate which will entitle the latter to effect shipments to .Sudan _ under the 
Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement. Without this certificate no shipments to 
Sudan will be allowed under this Trade Arrangement, 
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(2> Exiwrts to Sudan under the above Trade Arrangement will bo permitted only 
in respect of contracts registered with State Bank of India, Bombay specifi¬ 
cally under this Trade Arrangement and registration which might have been 
granted under the earlier Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangements will not be valid 
for exports under the Trade Arrangement for the period 1-11-1975 to 
31-12-1976. 1 lo 

(3) No contract for export to Sudan under the current lndo.*Sudan Trade Arrange¬ 
ment will be registered by the State Bant of India, Bombay unless it is 
accompanied by a declaration from the exporter to -the effect that the Suda¬ 
nese importers possess valid import licences duly franked bjf the Bank of 
Sudan. 

(4t The State Bank of India, Bombay, on their part will verify that the Sudanese 
importer is holding a valid import licence franked by the Bank of Sudan 
and only thereafter they will register the contracts. 

(5) As and when shipments are effected to Sudan against the contracts registered 
with the State Bank of India, Bombay, the value of the shipment and the 
balance value of the contract should be intimated to the State Bank of India, 
Bombay quoting their registration number and the particulars of the Credit 
concerned, 

(6) Since the present Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement expires on 31st December, 
1976, all shipments against contracts registered under this Trade Arrange¬ 
ment must be completed before 31st December, 1976. No shipments undci 
this Trade Arrangement will be permitted, after this date. 

(7) It may be noted that under the current Indo-Sudan Trade Arrangement, no 
contracts can be entered into for exports to Sudan on deferred payment basis.
